At each 
locjt entrance strong fender chains at- 
tached to powerful springs will be in- 
Btalled to prevent ships from battering 
down tho locks. 


A floating caisson gate is being in- 


stalled for use in closing a lock so as 
to cnublo workmen to repair the

manent locks and the bottom sluices. 


Canal Illumination will be provided 


by range lights for establishing tho di- 
rection of vessels on the longer 
tan- 


gents, and by side lights a mile apart 
marking each side 
of 
tho 
channel. 


Buoys and lighted beacons, 
built of 


re-inforced concrete, will abound. 


Famous Culebra Cut is ten miles 


long and deep enough to receive the 
United Slates capitol. dome and 
all. 


From this cut, desplto the enormous 
excavation during the year, on July 1, 
last, there remained 
23,929,140 cubic 


yards to be removed. Estimates of ex- 
cavation necessnry in this cut have 
been largely increased to allow for the 
great earth slides. 
Last year 
these 


slides that had lo be removed from the 
canal cutting after it had been prac- 
tically complete was 4,879,378 yards or 
over thirty per cent, of all the mate- 
rial removed from the cut. 


These slides have occurred where tho 


material excavated was left on a slope 
steeper than the permanent incline will 
be and the trouble is expected to cease 
when the natural slope of tho canal 
banks is restored. 


Breaks have occurred on both sides 


of the cut where the underlying rock in 
of poor quality and Is broken up and 
squeezed upward by the pressure from 
beneath and from the slUee, interrupt- 
ing the drainage and covering up the 
railroad tracks. To meet this condi- 
tion, Intermediate benches have been 
cut-along tho slope to distribute the 
top weight and reduce tho amount of 
material to be removed. It is declared 
that when the bottom grade of the ca- 
nal Is reached no further trouble need 
be anticipated as greater stability will 
be given by the water. . "With both

BOSTON, Nov. 
9.—Supervising TJ. 


S. Inspector of Steamboats John D. 
Sloane of this district has preferred 
charges aprainst Inspector William A. 
Carlcton, according to a despatch from 
Washington, which will require an in- 
vestigation by Secretary of Commerce 
and Labor Nagcl.

BONFIRE MATERIAL 


NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—Jacob Scholl- 


ing, !i years old, of 985 Atlantic avenue, 
Brooklyn, was electrocuted In front of 
several playmates in the car yards of 
the Brooklyn Rapid Transit company 
In East New York 
yesterday after- 


noon. 


The lad was one of many children 


ot his neighborhood to hunt 
bonfire 


material in the yards at Ralph and 
Atlantic avenues. 
Little Jacob shout- 


ed exultantly, and the 'others saw him 
stoop and seize a piece of 
wire. 
It 


was charged 'with electricity. 
Jacob picked It up and in an instant 


his body was thrown to the ground 
with terrific force. As the high volt- 
age passed through his body Jacob's 
companions ran from the spot and 
shouted for holp. 


Several men heard tho screams and- 


hastened to the yard, but were afraid 
at first to touch the quivering form 
on the ground. After considerable dlf-. 
flculty the deadly wire was detached 
from the littlo fellow's hand and an 
ef-'ort was made to revive him.

An ambulance was summoned from 


St. Mary's hospital. When 
Surgeon 


Keys arrived he pronounced the lad 
dead, declaring that he had been hilled 
instantly.

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THE 
ELECTION OF 
FOSS 


Some months ago the Boslon Herald predicted the re-election-of 


Governor Foss by a majority of 50.000. The Herald was considerably off 
in its prophecy, but in justice to that enterprising sheet it should be slated 
that it did all it possibly could to reduce the figures if not entirely to wipe 
out (he majority. 


. The governor h;is been re-elected in spile, of the hardest battle ever put 


up in this state by the republican machine, backed by the press of Boston 
with perhaps a .single exception. These advocates of the republican policy 
are now putting their own construction upon how it happened, but they arc 
not giving the true explanation. They are not correct when they say that 
Foss was elected because he appointed a French-American judge, bcciiusi' 
ho refused to sign the Kills rniik bill. His veto of the milk bill stirred up 
enmity against him and the republicans showed u good deal of indignation 
over his appointment of so many democratic judges. Bui the anti-Fuss 
papers should look to the opposition rather than to Koss himself fur .the 
republican defeat. 
In the first place Frothinghain was a weak candidate, 


a machine candidate, backed by Senators Crane and Lodge. The former 
had charge of the work of redeeming the state. He called in Lodge, and 
between'them they left nothing undone io bury Foss. But they failed, and 
sore indeed is their disappointment. The republicans conducted the cam- 
paign largely on the tariff issue, and llin.li was doubllcss one of the great 
deciding issues of the campaign. The logical result of the Foss victory will 
bo ta.ken as a proof that tho voters (if Massachusetts do not approve of the 
republican tariff policy. 
Senators Lodge and Crane have not "redeemed" 


the state'although they sent the calamity howl from end to cud of the com- 
monwealth. 
They predicted all kinds of disaster if Governor Foss should 


l:e 're-elected, an'd now that he. is re-elected we shall sec how hollow were 
the republican vaporings on the stump. 


. Governor Foss made a good governor, and (he voters saw Hint the 


opposition did not care to attack him on stale issues. They had very little 
material, but he had abundant material against them. 
Thus whether in 


state or national issues the republican campaign was weak^yjid when to 
this was added the fact (hut they hud a wcnk and 
vulnerable candidate 


opposed to one who was strong, the republican defeat was but the logical 
.outcome. The wonder is that Governor Foss in 
the face 
of such a 


vigorous campaign with so many newspapers paid for assailing him, managed 
to pull through even with a small plurality. 
H was a great victory won 


over immense odds. 


TO MAKE THE 
CHARTER A SUCCESS 


Now that the new charter has been adopted and that the preliminary 


election is but a few weeks away, the first business to be done under the 
provisions of the charter is the selection of proper candidates for the five 
offices to be filled. 


It is to be hoped that men of experience and ability will come forward 


as candidates to be voted upon at the primary election. 


It should be understood thiil the preliminary election ^serves the purpose 


of sifting the chaff from the wheat. A vote for any candidate at this election 
cannot elect him to office; it can only help to place his name on the ballot 
and here is where the voters can exercise good judgment in the choice of 
candidates. Every voter who wants to nominate the most capable candi- 
dates-will have to look through the long list and use wise judgment in dis- 
criminating between men who are honest, competent and reliable and those 
Who lack these essential qualities. 


After the sifting process at the primary election ten candidates will be 


placed upon the ballot, two for mayor and eight; for the 
office 
of com- 


missioner. At the final election on December 19 the voters will have to 
elect one of the two candidates for mayor and four of the eight candidates 
for commissioners. If mistakes be made in the primary election it may.he 
impossible t» remedy, them at the final election, and that is why no votes 
should be thrown away upon unworthy candidates or in other words upon 
those who have no chance of going on the ballot in the city election. • 


;.. There will be a large number of-candidates and each \yill expect that 


his friends will vote for him regardless of whether he is the right stamp of 
loan to put in charge, not of one municipal department but of several. 


It is very desirable to get the best men available for every office to be 


filled. It is especially important that the men elected the first year should 
have the ability to manage the affairs of the city in a manner that will bring 
about the desired results. The first commission will have to assume a heavy 
load. It is undoubtedly a fact that the problems to be taken up by the new 
board entering office at the beginning of the year will involve many diffi- 
culties. That is why we need men of unusual ability and resource. The 
taxpayers are willing to meet liberal expenditures if they get a proper return 
for-their money. They want business instead of continual wrangling. They 
want foresight that rill provide for the future and avoid the mistakes of 
the past. The taxpayers, too, are willing to pa.y fair wages to the employes 
of .the city for a fair day's work, and they do not want the experienced em- 
ployes of the department laid of£ every little 
while 
to 
give place 
to 


political heelers. 


• • Already some of the opponents of the new charter are felling what they 


•will do to make it a failure. These people are very foolish. The charter has 
been.adopted and it is adopted for their benefit. If they make any attempt 
to defeat its purpose and to defeat the aims of those who want better 
government they may find that their short-sighted policy will eventually 
recoil upon themselves. This trifling with serious municipal problems has 
had.serious results in the past, and those who think that they can play fast 
and loose under the new charter as they did under the old will find that in 
making the attempt they will injure only themselves. 


Those who respect majority rule should fall in line to make the most 


of :the new form of government regardless of the fact whether they favored 
the charter or not. We are on the eve of a new era in which the citizens are 
requested to put forth their best efforts to give our city good government, to 
boom Lowell, and.ljft.her high above her present status among the cities 
of N«w; England in progress, in industry, in the elegance of her streets, her

WASHINGTON, Nov. D.—One of the 


most notable eases ever brought under 
the Sherman anti-trust act was on the 
docket for consideration today in the 
supreme court of the United States un- 
der the popular title 
of the "cotton 


corner case," The case arose out of the 
indictment in Now York of James A. 
Patten,. 
Eugene 
Scales, l-'rank . B. 
Hayne and William Brown on a charge 
of conspiracy in violation of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law. Several counts of 
the indictment woro held by the circuit 
court of New Yorlt to be invalid. 
The 
government appealed to the supreme 
court from this ruling and tho techni- 
cal legal fiuestions arising out of that 
appeal were up for argument today be- 
fore the court. 
Tho indictment charged the defend- 
ants with conspiring to buy rough cot- 
ton on the New York cotton exchange 
to control the prlco and then, to sell It 
at arbitrary prices,. Tho defendants 
wore charged with knowing that.tho 


results of their acts would bo to ob- 
struct trade in cotton and injure bona 
fide spinners and 
manufacturers 
by 


compelling thorn in buying cotton to 
compete with short sellers, who would 
be 
purchasing 
under 
the abnormal 


conditions produced by the "corner." 


The lower court held that "running a 


corner" on the market was not a vio- 
lation of the Sherman anti-trust law. 
This holding was based on tho theory 
that the corner had no direct 
effect 


upon interstate commerce.

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THE 
ELECTION 
OF FOSS 


Some months iij^o the Boston Herald predicted the re-election 


Governor Voss by a majority of 50,000. The Herald wns considerably off 
iir'ils prophecy, but hi justice to thai enterprising sheet it should be stated 
that it did all it possibly could to reduce the Hgiircs ii' not entirely to wipe 
out the majority. 


The governor has been re-elected in spite of the hardest battle ever put 


up in this state by the republican machine, backed liy the press of Boston 
with perhaps a single exception. These advocates uf the republican policy 
arc now putting their own construction upon bow it happened, but they arc 
not giving the true explanation. They are not correct: when they say thai 
Foss w;is elected because lie appointed a French-American judge, because 
he refused to sign the TCIlis milU bill. His veto of the milk bill stirred up 
enmity against him and the republicans showed ji good deal of indignation 
over his appointment of so many democratic judges. 
But ihe antL-Foss 


papers should look to the opposition rather t h a n to I''oss himself for the 
republican defeat. 
7n Ih« first place I'Yothingham was a weak candidate, 


a'machino candidate, backed by Senators Crane and Lodge. 
The former 


had charge of the work of redeeming the state. He called in Lodge, and 
between them they left nothing undone to bury Foss. But they failed, and 
sore indeed is their disappointment. The republicans conducted the cam- 
paign largely on the tariff issue, and that was doubtless one of the great 
deciding issues of the campaign. The logical result of the Foss victory will 
be tiiken as u proof that the voters of Massachusetts do not approve of the 
republican tariff policy. Senators Lodge and Crane have not "redeemed" 
the state although they sent the calamity howl from end to end of the com- 
monwealth. 
They predicted nil kinds of disaster if Governor Foss should 


l:e re-elected, and now that he is re-elected we shall sec how hollow were 
the republican vaporiugs on the stump. 


' Governor Foss made a good governor, and the voters saw that tho 


opposition did not care to attack him on stale issues. They had very l i t t l e 
mfiterial, but he had abandant material against them. 
Thus whether in 


state or national issues the republican campaign was weak, tuid when to 
this was added the fact that they had a weak and 
vulnerable 
candidate 


opposed to one who was sti'ong, the republican defeat was but the logical 
outcome. The wonder is that Governor Foss in the face 
of 
such 
a 


vigorous campaign with so many newspapers paid for assailing him, managed 
to pull through even with a small plurality. It was a great victory won 
over immense odds.
